To the Constables of the Town of Hadley, in the County 
of Hampshire: GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of said Town qualified to vote in elections and in Town affairs 
to meet in the Town Hall on Monday the 18th day of February 
1956 at ten-thirty in the forenoon, then and there act on the 
following articles: 


Article 1. To elect all necessary officers of the Town.

The polls will be open at ten-thirty in the forenoon and 
kept open at least four hours as the majority of the voters 
shall direct, but in no case later than eight o’clock in the 
evening. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell and convey by proper deeds in the name of the 
Town any land owned by the Town or act anything thereon. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to defend all suits that may be brought against the Town, 
employing counsel when same may be needed or act anything 
thereon. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to bor- 
row money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January Ist, 1956, and to issue a 
note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew 
any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than 
one year, in accordance with the General Laws, Chapter 44, 
Section 17, or take any action thereon. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell after first giving notice of sale, in some con- 
venient place in Town, fourteen days at least before sale of 
property taken by the Town under tax title procedure provided 
that the Selectmen or whomsoever they may authorize to hold 
such Public Auction, may reject any bid which they may deem 
inadequate or take action thereon. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to cooperate with the State under the provisions 
of Chapter 81 of the General Laws and to vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of seventy-six hundred twenty-five dol- 
lars ($7,625.00) the Town’s share of the expense, and to vote 
to appropriate the sum of sixteen thousand seven hundred 
seventy-five dollars ($16,775.00) the State’s share of the 
expense, in anticipation of reimbursement under this chapter, 
the Town share to be raised by taxation, the State share to 
be taken from the Excess and Deficiency Fund and returned 
to the Excess and Deficiency Fund when received or take 
action thereon. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to cooperate with the County of Hampshire and 
the State of Massachusetts, under the provisions of Chapter 
_ 90 of the General Laws of Massachusetts and to appropriate 
the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00), the Town’s 
share of the expense and the sum of twelve thousand dollars 
($12,000.00), the State and County’s share of the expense for 
reconstruction of portions of Route 47, in anticipation of re- 
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imbursement under this chapter, such sum to be taken from 
the Excess and Deficiency Fund, the State and County share 
to be returned to the Excess and Deficiency Fund when re- 
ceived or take action thereon. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to cooperate with the County of Hampshire and the 
State of Massachusetts, under the provisions of Chapter 90 
of the General Laws of Massachusetts and to appropriate the 
sum of two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500.00), the 
Town’s share of the expense and the sum of seven thousand 
five hundred dollars ($7,500.00) the State and County’s share 
of the expense for drainage construction on Knightly Road, 
in anticipation of reimbursement under this chapter, such 
sums to be taken from Excess and Deficiency Fund, the State 
and County share to be returned to the Excess and Deficiency 
Fund when received, or take action thereon. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to cooperate with the County of Hampshire and the 
State of Massachusetts for the Maintenance of Chapter 90 
roads, under the provisions of Chapter 90 of the General Laws , 
of the State of Massachusetts, to appropriate the Town’s 
share of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00), and the State and 
County shares of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00), in antici- 
pation of reimbursement from the County and State under the 
provisions of this chapter, the Town’s share to be raised from 
taxation and the County and State’s share to be taken from 
the Excess and Deficiency Fund and returned to the Excess 
and Deficiency Fund when received, or take action thereon. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to fix the salary 
and compensation of all elected officials of the Town as pro- 
vided in Section 108 of Chapter 41 of the General Laws as 
amended; Moderator; Selectmen; Treasurer; Town Clerk; Tax 
Collector; Assessor; Constables; and Elector under the Oliver 
Smith Will, or take action thereon. 
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Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate such sums of money as shall be deemed necessary to 
defray the current expenses of the current financial year, or 
take action thereon. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the purpose of constructing a 
sidewalk on the Northerly side of Maple Avenue, said side- 
walk to run Easterly from the junction of Middle Street and 
Maple Avenue for a distance of 1,500 feet, more or less, or act 
anything thereon. 3 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money and authorize the Selectmen to 
purchase 2.13 acres of land from Michael Chunglo for the 
purpose of extending the town sand bank on the Southerly 
side of Bay Road in Hartbrook, said land being contiguous to 
and Southerly of the said sand bank, or act anything thereon. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to complete the New High School 
or take action thereon. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
following by-laws: 


A. REGULATIONS AS TO YARDS 


LOT SIZE: No dwelling or building of any kind shall be 
erected in the Town of Hadley on a lot less than one hundred 
twenty-five (125) feet wide, except that narrower lots shown 
on any plan recorded in the Registry of Deeds previous to the 
time this by-law was adopted may be built on provided that 
all requirements in regards to yards are fulfilled. 


B. REGULATIONS AS TO TRAILERS IN THE 
TOWN OF HADLEY 


No private trailer or trailers used for living quarters shall 
be permitted in the Town of Hadley in excess of sixty (60) 
days in any twelve month period; and said use for more than 
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such sixty (60) days on permit from the Board of Appeals; 
except that no trailer or trailers used for living quarters shall 
be permitted within a radius of one mile from the Town Hall 
in said Hadley nor shall any such trailer or trailers be permit- 
ted on Russell Street nor within one hundred (100) feet of the 
bounds of said Russell Street in said Hadley. 


C. PROPOSED BY-LAW TO REGULATE THE RE- 
MOVAL OF SOIL, LOAM, SAND OR GRAVEL IN 
THE TOWN OF HADLEY 


“No person shall remove any soil, loam, sand or gravel 
from any land in the Town of Hadley not in public use unless 
such removal is authorized by a permit issued by the Board 
of Selectmen, except in conjunction with construction of a 
building on the parcel and except for the continued operation 
on the same parcel of an existing sand and gravel pit. No such 
permit shall be issued until an application therefor is filed 
with said Board; said Board shall hold a public hearing on 
said application following the publication of said application, 
date and time of said public hearing in a newspaper published 
in Hampshire County, at least seven days before said hearing. 

Whosoever shall violate this by-law shall pay a penalty 
of fifty ($50.00) dollars for the first offense; for the second 
offense one hundred ($100.00) dollars; and for each subsequent 
offense two hundred ($200.00) dollars.” 


D. ADMINISTRATION 

a. Enforcement: These by-laws shall be enforced by 
the Building Inspector. Any interested person 
may apply for relief in the Superior Court 
against violation of this by-law. 

b. Board of Appeals: There shall be a Board of Ap- 
peals of three members, as provided in Section 30 
of Chapter 40 of the General Laws, as amended, 
and associate members to be appointed for par- 
ticular cases when needed, as provided in said 
section. The terms of the members shall end at 
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the date of the annual town elections of the years 
in which their terms expire or when their suc- 
cessors qualify, whichever last occurs. 


c. Variance: Where any provision of these by-laws 
imposes substantial hardship, any person so ag- 
grieved may appeal to the Board of Appeals for 
a variance therefrom in accordance with Section 
30 of Chapter 40 of the General Laws, as 

| amended. 

Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to transfer the 
amount of five hundred dollars ($500.00), from the Sale of 
Lots Fund to the Cemetery Committee, for the purpose of 
repairs and painting of fencing at the North Hadley and Old 
Hadley Cemeteries, and for the purpose of charting and mark- 
ing lots in the Hockanum Cemetery addition, the amounts of 
$150.00 for North Hadley Cemetery, $150.00 for Old Hadley 
Cemetery and $200.00 for Hockunum Cemetery, or take action 
thereon. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the purpose of installing 14 
6,000 lumen lights on Russell Street from just west of the 
Post Office to a point near the Farm Museum, or act anything 
thereon. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to change the 
“name of “Barrus Road” in Hockunum to “Lyman Road” and 
“Old County Road” as follows: that section of said “Barrus 
Road” from Route 47 at the South Hadley line to the Half 


_ Way House to be changed to “Lyman Road” in honor of Mr. 


Fred Lyman who gave over 55 years of his life to welcome 
over a million people to Mt. Holyoke; and that section of said 
“Barrus Road” from Route 47 at Oscar Johnson’s brick house 
up to the junction of said proposed “Lyman Road” to be 
changed to “Old County Road’, or act anything thereon. 
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Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,400.00 for the purpose of converting 
‘the Russell School heating unit from coal to oil, or take any 
action relative thereto. 


And you are directed to serve this warrant by posting 
attested copies thereof at the usual places; one at the Hadley 
Post Office; one at the Town Hall; one at the store of Rudolph 
F. Hahn in North Hadley, all in said Town, seven days at 
least before the time of holding said meeting.

A letter from the Director of Accounts Herman B. Dine, 
dated January 19, 1956, certified the E. & D. Account as 
$61,626.12. For that reason, we think that only the amount 
of $39,275.00 be used in financing the road budgets for this 
season. 


The Finance Committee met with the School Committee 
in December and went over the School Budget with the Super- 
intendent and the Committee. Whereas the Finance Com- 
mittee has no power regarding the school budget, it 1s helpful 
in that the committee has some advance information, as to 
what money has to be raised. 


The Finance Committee transferred some funds at the 
request of the Selectmen to make up for deficiences incurred 
in some departments, but all the reserve was not used. The 
Committee met with the Selectmen in January about the 
Budget. 
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Repair bills on highway equipment exceeded the budget 
by a wide margin, and it would appear that equipment was 
getting too old. The Finance Committee recommended that 
the pick-up truck be traded, but the Selectmen did not see 
fit to do so. 


The budget is not very much different than usual; some 
departments are asking for less, but with rising costs on most 
everything, it hardly seems the time to go too far into increas- 
ing the Street Lighting bill, though we do admit that it would 
be desirable. 


In view of the fact that Excess and Deficiency funds are 
not as large as in the past, the Finance Committee recom- 
mends that some of the Town shares of Chapter 81 and 90 
road programs be raised by taxation. Considering the fact 
that we have such large school bond payments to make for 
a few years, it is a rather heavy chapter 90 program.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Board of Selectmen organized the day following Town 
Meeting, with Edward J. Matuszko elected chairman, William 
Chmura, clerk, and Edward C. Wanczyk, third member. Meet- 
ings were held every Monday night from 7:00 P. M., until 
all business was disposed and further meetings were held 
whenever necessary. All of our meetings were opened with the 
following prayer that the Board adopted: 


“PRAYER BEFORE ANY GOOD WORK” 


“Bear in mind the injunction of the Holy Apostle, 
whatsoever you do in word or in work, do all in 
the name of the Lord Jesus Christ. Resolve to do 
all things for the Glory of God in the Name of 
Jesus.” 


Many factors indicate that we are entering an active and 
progressive period. Housing expansion in the Rocky Hill Road, 
Huntington Road, and Breckenridge Road area, expansion of 
the State University, construction of Route 116 Amherst by- 
pass through the eastern edge of town, development of the 
Skinner Reservation and completion of the East-West toll 
highway will effect our affairs in the near future. So far, the 
new housing completed has been orderly and advantageous. 
For the compliment, settling in our midst, we extend a hearty 
welcome to all new comers. Alertness and attention to duty 
are always in order, especially now, by all town officials and 
citizens, that affairs may result to our interest and improve- 
ment. 


We hazard the estimate that the 1956 tax rate will not 
increase in spite of rising costs. A slight decrease is probable. 
For approximate calculations; $1,000.00 of non-reimbursable 
appropriation corresponds to 25 cents of the tax rate. Monies

taken from the Road Machinery Fund, Excess and Deficiency 
Fund (EF and D), Overlay Reserve Fund or from any other 
available funds do not effect the tax rate directly, during 
the respective year. 


A brief outline of some noteworthy deeds during 1955 
may be proper and fitting in this report. Gifts to the town 
of a wheel chair and an eye testing machine by the Olde 
Hadley Lions Club, Halloween party for the children by the 
American Lgion, a Christmas party for the children by the 
Hadley Police Association and services render by the Sub- 
Committee of the School Building Committee are ennobling 
examples of altruism. Going many miles to provide for our 
needs is necessary, desirable and proper, yet the extra mile 
we go for others makes for health and well being. 


HIGHWAYS 


Under Chapter 81, present arrangements repuire the town 
to raise $125.00 to match the state contribution of $275.00 
per mile of accepted highways. Since this arrangement has 
been in effect costs have risen about 35%. It is clearly evident 
adjustments must be made if we are.to keep abreast with 
maintenance and construction of our secondary roads. Blame 
whom you wish, the fact remains that our national economy 
is inflated as compared to 1945. Representatives to the General 
Court from rural districts, including our representative, are 
pressing for legislation which will raise the State share to at 
least $350.00 per mile. Prospect of corrections being made this 
year are good. The above holds true with respect to construc- 
tion under Chapter 90. We simply get less done for the same 
amount of dollars as we did in 1945 or 1950. Policy of the 
Board is to obtain the maximum funds allowed under State 
laws to complete Sunderland Road, Knightly Road, and turn 
to straightening several curves and widening of the southern 
end of Route 47. Although our highways are generally good, 
much remains to be done. We feel our over-all highway pro- 
gram is falling behind. 
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The past year, under Chapter 90, a portion of Sunderland 
Road from the Ryan bridge south, was rebuilt. Some work 
along edges and seeding remains. On the Knightly Road 
project the abnormally high water table, due to excessive 
rainfall, made operations impractical. Increased size of pipe, 
required by the State, with the consequent increase of the 
costs would not enable us to extend the line to the critical 
area with present funds, so no harm was done by carrying 
this project over to 1956. Some materials were purchased; are 
on location now. We hope to obtain additional funds this year 
and complete the project as originally planned. 


The title of Supt. of Streets held by Joseph Zatyrka is a 
mis-nomer. He supervises operations under general highways, 
Chapter 90 construction, Chapter 90 maintenance, Chapter 81, 
bridges, sidewalks, dikes, forestry, Dutch Elm, moth control, 
tree spraying, dumping grounds, ditches and occassionally 
gives a hand to the Water Commissioners and the School 
Building Committee. This versatile man of all work discharges 
his duties in a devoted manner. He does not subordinate the 
interests of the town to expediency. The natural reward for 
work well done is more work. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Acting on information given by Roger C. Barstow and 
John Moriarty in respect to a sale of used equipment at 
Westover Field, a bid of $1,011.00 was submitted. By a margin 
of $11.00 we were most fortunate in obtaining the present 750 
gallon pumper. Some minor repairs and painting were neces- 
sary. Net result is, we have an outstanding piece of equip- 
ment, both as to quality and capacity, far superior to the 
Diamond T on which we relied so heavily. An expenditure 
of at least $22,000.00 was forestalled for many years and the 
morale of the force improved. 


The traditional enthusiastic spirit of our volunteer force, 
as essential as good equipment, has been achieved in good 
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measure. This valiant group of men on which we depend so 
much, and are prone to take for granted, deserve our appre- 
ciation. 


Subjects to include or exclude in this report are a prob- 
lem. In this as in all matters constructive criticism can be a 
guide; is always welcomed. That your Board conduct your 
affairs honorably, justly and well is paramount. To merit 
your confidence is our aspiration.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The foremost objective of recent years has been realized; 
the installation of a public water system in the North Hadley 
village. In health matters, santation is the primary requisite, 
hence the importance of a constant and adequate supply of 
water. With a few exceptions, all private systems produced 
water of sub-standard quality as disclosed by survey and 
tests. Elimination of these detrimental conditions is a positive 
gain, a significant achievement, due to the collective labors of 
many. All that have advocated, worked, and striven for this 
project merit our warm praises and a generous, well done. 


That portion of the Middle Street ditch just south of the 
Russell School play grounds became, this past summer and 
fall, unsightly and malodorous. To correct this intolerable 
situation, considering proximity of schools, Public Health funds 
were used in part. The necessary engineering was provided 
by the Soil Conservation Office. The culvert under Bay Road 
was lowered two feet. The ditch was deepened and widened 
to a point about 500 feet south of Bay Road. Touching-up and 
seeding remains to be done. This is the most critical ditch 
in town. Proper maintenance is imperative. Removal of rub- 
bish, debris, brush and weeds must be done at least once yearly. 
Spirit and manner of cooperation by the abutters along the 
lower portion of the project who did not benefit, yet lost 
land on each side was a gratifying and pleasant experience. 
This magnanimous action on their part is acknowledged; is 
indeed, commendable. 


The T. B. register was brought up-to-date. Some cases 
checked go back to 1920. In other cases chest X-Ray photos 
were required to determine status. This work was thoroughly 
done by Mrs. Helen Vanasse. 
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Nusiance complaints were few; a good sign. 


Demand for the services of the public nurse has not im- 
proved. We feel that the cost per case is too high. In recent 
months the nurse committee has made searching examinations 
as to why a general apathy exists. The Board and committee 
are devising ways and means for improvement. If a marked 
increase of cases served does not occur during the ensuing year 
consideration of dropping the program may be justified. (See 
report of nurse committee.)

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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Planning Board held eleven meetings since it was 
organized, much important work has been accomplished. 


The first meetings consisted of an evaluation of what 
appeared to be the most pressing things to be done. 


The Board drew up a set of rulings governing the regula- 
tion of new sub-divisions, had them published and registered 
at the Registry of Deeds. We were able to be ready for any 
new sub-division that might appear. Shortly after this, we 
had a new sub-division registered with us. Several meetings 
were held at the location as well as at the Town Hall. Certain 
modifications were required, which were met with, by the 
petitioner. 


Proposed by-laws were presented in the Warrant of a 
Special Town Meeting, held on July 18th and adjourned 
until July 25th, which was made up of several sections. All 
were passed at the meeting, but two sections were disallowed 
by the Attorney-General as coming under zoning and not 
under by-laws. The following were approved by the Attorney- 
General: 


Front Yard: 
No building shall be built less than fifty feet from the 
street line, provided that no major buildings need be set 
back more than the average of the setbacks of the build- 
ings on the next lots on either side. In case of corner 
lots the front yard depth shall be observed from all 
bordering streets. 


Side Yards: 
No building shall be built or placed within fifteen feet 
of a side lot line. 
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Projections: 
Nothing herein shall prevent the projection of steps, roof- 
less porches, chimneys, cornices, eaves, or other orna- 
mental features into any required yard. 


At a Public Hearing held at the Town Hall on December 
13, 1955, we presented three proposed by-laws: 


Regulations as to Yards: Lot Size: No dwelling or building of 
any kind shall be erected in the Town of Hadley on a lot 
less than one hundred twenty-five (125) feet wide, except 
that narrower lots shown on any plan recorded in the 
Registry of Deeds previous to the time this by-law was 
adopted may be built on provided that all requirements 
in regards to yards are fulfilled. 


Regulations as to Trailers in the Town of Hadley: No private 
trailer or trailers used for living quarters shall be per- 
mitted in the Town of Hadley in excess of sixty (60) 
days in any twelve month period; and said use for more 
than sixty (60) days on permit from the Board of Ap- 
peals; except that no trailer or trailers used for living 
quarters shall be permitted within a radius of one mile 
from the Town Hall in said Hadley nor shall any such 
trailer or trailers be permitted on Russell Street nor 
within one hundred (100) feet of the bounds of said 
Russell Street in said Hadley. 


Proposed By-law to Regulate the Removal of Soil, Loam, 
Sand or Gravel in the Town of Hadley: “No person shall 
remove any soil, loam, sand or gravel from any land in 
the Town of Hadley not in public use unless such removal 
is authorized by a permit issued by the Board of Select- 
men, except in conjunction with construction of a building 
on the parcel and except for the continued operation 
on the same parcel of an existing sand and gravel pit. No 
such permit shall be issued until an application therefor 
is filed with said Board; said Board shall hold a public 
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hearing on said application following the publication of 
said application, date and time of said hearing in a news- 
paper published in Hampshire County, at least seven 
days before said hearing. Whosoever shall violate this 
by-law shall pay a penalty of fifty (50) dollars for the 
first offense; for the second offense one hundred (100) dol- 
lars; and for each subsequent offense two hundred (200) 
dollars.” 


1. A majority of those present favored 125-foot lots. 


2. Trailer Regulations: After a long discussion, many 
felt it an infringement on human rights to ban com- 
pletely, but the general sentiment was that it should 
have moderate regulations. 


3. Removal of Loam: It was the consensus of several 
persons that the ruling should be ‘anyone might re- 
move up to 50 cubic yards of loam, soil, sand without 
a permit.” Any larger amount would require a permit 
from the Selectmen. 


Our small agricultural community has been fortunate 
from its very founding in that the original settlers of Hadley 
laid out a plan for the development of the Town which was not 
to be antiquated nearly three hundred years later. 


And now, with a Planning Board, elected by the people, 
to continue the good basic planning of our predecessors, it 
becomes our duty by law to “make careful studies of the 
resources, possibilities and needs of the town, particularly with 
respect to conditions injurious to the public health or otherwise 
in and about rented dwellings, and make plans for the de- 
velopment of the municipality, with special reference to proper 
housing of its inhabitants” 

With this in mind, we made a careful and deliberate study 
of those needs which must first be met and herewith submit 
our recommendations in this final report to the citizens of 
the town. 
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Lot Size: Our need for a by-law to regulate the size of a 
building lot is self-evident. Our town has experienced practic- 
ally no growing pains for the past several hundred years. It 
is true that some homes have replaced the colonial structures 
that have served their days and others destroyed by fire. But 
we have had no building program to compare with the present 
and of that proposed for the future. 


Neighboring towns have nearly reached their saturation 
point regarding desirable locations. The University promises 
greater expansion which means more homes for its increased 
personnel, and the proposed Route #116 will make our com- 
munity easily accessible to other cities and towns. With this 
in mind, it is more than a probability that our community 
shall grow with rapid pace. Until the present time, we have 
been spared the “mushrooming” that has upset the economic 
equilibrium of so many other communities. But we cannot 
sit back complacently and expect the “status quo” to continue 
for another three hundred years. It is less expensive to profit 
by the mistakes of others. 


Since we have been blessed with some of the most desir- 
able sites in the Connecticut Valley, the Board feels that we 
should restrict their size to a minimum of 125 feet in frontage. 
This will aid to continue the country setting of our pastoral 
town and yet provide for considerable sub-division should the 
occasion arise. 


With modern styling and demands calling for ranch type 
homes, the 125-foot frontage is conducive to good planning and 
proper landscaping. An average ranch type home with breeze- 
way and garage covers an area which cannot be compared with 
the old type two-story house that had no garage nor the ever 
popular breezeway. A larger lot provides for extended play- 
eround area for the children. Small lots of necessity crowd 
the youngsters into the streets and sidewalks for additional 
room. 
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Our community has no sewer system and the absence of 
this service in and of itself demands that a certain amount of 
area be allocated for a septic tank and dry well. In planning a 
home an occasional tank is located at the side of a home. 


An attractive home, properly planned on a lot not less 
than 125 feet frontage not only adds to the value of the home 
but also to the value of the entire community 


Trailers and Trailer Camps: Our geographical proximity 
to the University of Massachusetts and vehicular proximity to 
Holyoke, Springfield and Westover make our town vulnerable 
to the establishment of trailer camps. Experience has shown 
other communities that serious health conditions arise where 
there is a lack of adequate regulations and supervision. Sani- 
tation problems are rampant. And, unless some means of 
regulation or control exists through a by-law passed by the 
town, other communities that do control trailers and parks, 
can always point to our town as a “haven without hinderance.” 


Again, it is not the few trailers in town that give rise to 
the recommendation of this by-law. It is the projection of 
vision into the foreseeable future foresight similar to that 
which gave us our wide and spacious streets so many years 
ago. 


Removal of Soil, Sand, Gravel, etc.: Much discourse is 
unnecessary relative to the by-law regulating the removal of 
loam, sand and gravel. Its necessity is evidence by the violent 
dust storms that are so prevalent in early spring. If present 
storms that bear upon us in the springtime were to be fed by 
desolate areas that have been stripped of precious loam, living 
conditions could be unbearable. 


Again, it is not the occasional moving necessary in farming 
ventures that is to be guarded against, nor the excavations 
necessary in the building of a home. It is to ward against the 
possible removal of great quantities of our valuable soil by 
some contractor or entrepreneur who has visions of cash re-

wards and not community spirit. At the present time we have 
no restrictions to prevent the total stripping of land in any 
section of Town. Our precious heritage that has brought wealth 
to many generations could easily become desolate, arid waste- 
lands wherein to add fury to the storms that plague us in the 
spring. 


And finally, a democracy has always provided for a 
system of appeals wherein deviation from the rule is possible 
without harm to the rest of the community. 


In conclusion, the Planning Board heartily recommends 
the adoption of the foregoing proposed by-laws at the Annual 
Town Meeting. The Board, under provisions of law, must hold 
a public hearing before any laws pertaining to zoning regu- 
lations can be acted upon. This was done on December 31, 
1955. The Board further recommends that the citizens take a 
more active interest in the hearings in the future. 


It is with interest in our citizens and pride in our com- 
munity that we should try to keep our town attractive, our 
economics in balance, our public health under best conditions 
and generally our town the best place in which to educate and 
develop our future generation.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING COMMITTEE 


A year ago the Hadley Public Health committee reported 
on the setting up of the program and its aims. After a full 
year we feel that a good start has been made towards fulfilling 
the aims. It seems that more people might avail themselves 
of the Nurse in her varying services but the committee assumes 
full responsibility for all errors in matters of publicity and 
guidance. In public service evaluation and criticism are helpful 
measures to insure healthy growth towards more effective 
achievement. 


The statistical reports made each month by Hadley’s 
Public nurse, Mrs. Helen J. Vanasse, R. N., give too modest a 
picture of the progress of her work. Accounting for 1955, Mrs. 
Vanasse gave more than 588 responses to requests for help in 
matters of sickness and preventive medicine. She travelled 
more than 512 miles and generously answered unnumbered 
telephone calls. 


Translating the statistics we find Mrs. Vanasse has pro- 
vided the following services. In addition to general nursing 
care of chronically and acutely ill she gave the following in- 
jections, 6 protomide, 2 mercuhydrin, 6 ruberanin, 8 abbucillin, 
9 Vitamin B12, 9 peranderin. Fifty-six calls were made for 
post operative care of surgical patients such as wet pack 
dressings. She assisted the doctor giving 78 Salk vaccine in- 
jections for polio immunization. After the Well-Child Clinic 
she followed up 14 of the 31 children examined. She assisted 
at the Blood Bank. She gave diabetic instructions in the 
necessary balance of diet and exercise and the administration 
of insulin to 3. Twelve maternity cases received help in prob- 
lems with the new babies. T. B. accounted for 19 calls. Dick- 
inson Hospital asked Mrs. Vanasse to make 9 home approval 
visits. It was necessary to make 2 calls for Camp Hodgkins.

Twelve doctors instructed Mrs. Vanasse in the continuing care 
of patients in their homes. The transportation of children to 
Greenfield and Northampton for remedial work in clinics for 
speech and hearing recommended by the School and the trans- 
portation of sick children to their homes points up another 
of the important phases of the work provided by the Hadley 
Public Health Program. 


The Public Health committee members who have served 
the town during the past year believe that more could be 
done to make known the good services available under the 
Hadley Public Health program. The cooperation of the Young 
Mothers Club, St. Anne’s Sodality of the Holy Rosary Church, 
The Grange and the Lions Club has helped considerably in 
1955. The gift of a wheel chair which has been used almost 
continuously leads one to suggest the contribution of a hospi- 
tal bed which could be loaned out in the same way. Such 
equipment adds tremendously to the comfort of one who 
must be confined to a bed.

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REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Complying with law and custom, the Cemetery Com- 
mittee submit their annual report for the year 1955. 


The five public cemeteries have been cared for as well 
as funds would permit. The long dry spell caused a period of 
few mowings but then the hurricane rains caused the settling 
of a large number of graves, so that in Old Hadley Cemetery 
some 75 graves fell in. This made an unexpected expense. The 
Selectmen responded to our request for fill, by directing the 
Highway Department to furnish us with fill, which was done 
in a most satsifactory manner. It seems that it is about time 
that the Committee required the use of non-wooden vaults, 
a great many cave-ins were from burials of less than two 
years. 


Bolts of hghtning killed several trees and the forestry 
department took them down at cemetery expense. 


The North Hadley cemetery fence has not been painted 
since a W.P.A. project in 1935. We would lke to make a start 
at painting it this year, also the fence at the Center needs a 
little welding and some paint. We propose to transfer some 
money from the sale of lots account to start this work. 


The stone wall in front of the addition to the Hockanum 
Cemetery was completed this year, the work dragged from 
spring to fall, for various reasons. The stone was given by 
William and Charles Lyman of South Hadley, whose an- 
cestors started the cemetery, around Revolutionary times. 
The greater part of the labor and materials was paid for from 
money donated by Mr. Roger Johnson this season and prior 
years. 
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Mr. Stuart Russell gave us the use of his tractor to do 
some grading and seeding, for these gifts we are deeply 
orateful. 


The division of this tracts into lots, and the permanent 
marking of the lots by terra cota tile pins is a necessity. We 
propose to do this by using some funds from the sale of lots 
account. 


We have raised the price of burial lots, but they still are 
reasonable, and we are not selling lots without perpetual care 
of grass. 


PROPOSED REGULATIONS 


Designs of new monuments or headstones or other struc- 
tures shall be submitted to the committee for approval. 


No burial shall be made in any lot until such time as the 
lot has been paid for and proper deed given. No lot to be 
sold without provision for perpetual care. 


Planting of flowers and shrubs, trees, vines, etc., shall be 
done with permission of superintendent of that cemetery.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF WIRES 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1955. 


All electrical installations of the past year in Hadley 
have been inspected as required by the Town. 


The unprecedented building that has gone on in our Town 
during 1955 has called for increased inspections of electrical 
wiring and installations. The modern homes incorporate oil 
burning systems, electric hot water heaters, built-in ranges 
and ovens and other apparatus—all calling for added pre- 
cautions in making the survey and inspection. 


The year 1956 appears to be a banner building year for 
the Town of Hadley. With some homes under construction, 
others waiting for the spring season and a housing project 
started in the Rocky Hill section, it would seem that some 
regulatory measures should be adopted in the way of an 
electrical code. In the past, homeowners have been permitted 
to wire their own homes providing the work conformed to the 
rules and regulations of the Code. But now, with the reality 
of “developments” at hand, the adoption of by-laws for the 
purpose of uniformity of standards pertaining to electrical 
wiring and installations and by qualified persons merits 
serious attention. It has been recommended by the State Wire 
Inspector that a study be made of the situation and effected 
through the passage of a by-law. 


Were the Town to adopt regulatory measures, the by-law 
would provide that no person shall install electrical wiring or 
equipment without first obtaining a permit to do so. And 
further, permits shall be issued only to persons qualified. The 
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dangers of improper wiring of homes need no further ex- 
planation. And the dangers of the spread of fires in develop- 
ments are ever present. With the granting of permits to persons 
capable the homeowner will have added assurance that. his 
installations shall meet the requirments of the fire under- 
writer’s code. 


With these facts in mind, I recommend that a study be 
made of the possibility of enacting such rules during the 
year 1956.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Worthy Citizens of Hadley: 


First of all, ladies and gentlemen, a personal “thank you” 
for the seventy-five (75) smackarooz which came in the other 
day. The arrival of the above-mentioned, as well as the 
writing of this report, clinch the fact that another year has 
gone by. In the meantime, however, what has been going on? 


Our School Board was organized at a special meeting on 
Friday, February 18th, at 3:30 in the afternoon. Present at 
this organization meeting were the following members: Miss 
Ellen E. Callahan, Mrs. Helen E. Hahn, Walter Wanczyk, 
Stuart Russell, Ed Gronostalski, and Joseph B. Porter, our 
Superintendent of Schools at the time. Ed Gronostalski was 
reelected Chairman, and Joseph B. Porter was reelected Sec- 
retary of the School Board. Then the action for 1955 started 
with a “bang” as the following major events occurred. 


1. Two new 60-passenger school busses were purchased 
and one of the old ones was traded in. 


2. The boys’ shower-room at the Hopkins Gymnasium 
was reconditioned and water-proofed. 

3. Teachers’ salaries were reviewed, and, as usual, raises 
had to be voted, which became effective in September, 1955. 

4. The ceiling, walls, trim, shelving, and cabinets were 
completely repainted in the Hooker School Cafeteria. All 
cracks in the cinder-block walls were sealed prior to the 
painting. A new exhaust fan and plastic tiling was installed 
in the summer. Also, another stainless-steel sink was added, 
while a stainless-steel lining was built into the old sink. 


5. The School Custodians were voted an increase of one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) each, which became effective Sep- 
tember 1, 1955. 

6. The Vocational Shop Department was reopened at 
Hopkins and Mr. Roger W. Lawrence was appointed to head it. 
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7. Vocational Household Arts training was resumed, and 
Mrs. Eunice Fiske was appointed to teach it. 


8. The Superintendent’s Office at Hooker School was 
moved to the Hopkins Academy Building. The room formerly 
occupied by the Superintendent, is now being used by those 
very lovely ladies (Hooker School Teachers) as a teachers’ 
room. 


9. Mr. Joseph B. Porter, our very capable Superintend- 
ent of Schools, accepted a similar position in Watertown, Con- 
necticut. The Superintendency was offered to Mr. Frederick 
C. Riel, who was Principal of Hopkins Academy. Mr. Riel 
accepted the position, and resigned as Principal of Hopkins 
Academy. 


10. Miss Fanny Allen retired from teaching as of June 
30, 1955. She has taught school for a great number of years, 
many of which were in the Hadley Schools. 


In closing, and on behalf of the School Committee, here’s 
wishing Miss Allen every kind of luck and happiness in her 
retirement. We also wish Mr. Joseph B. Porter, who was our 
willing and capable School Superintendent for the past few 
years, “the best of luck” in his new job. 


Great pleasure is felt by all of us, I’m sure, as we say a 
sincere “thank you” to the following: our School Teachers, 
School Custodians, Mr. Riel, the Honorable Board of Select- 
men, The Board of Health, our Police Department, the High- 
way Department, all Town and School Personnel, and all 
citizens who have cooperated in the past year to help educate 
our children. May all our troubles be “little ones.”

I am fully aware of the serious responsibility of my posi- 
tion as the Superintendent of the Hadley Public Schools. 
I also recognize that it is my solemn duty to procure for the 
children of Hadley the best possible education, yet within the 
cost that the people of Hadley are willing to pay. 

An annual report such as this serves several purposes: 
(1) it shows the taxpayer how his money has been invested, 
and (2) it gives very nearly the oldest and, certainly, one of 
the best means of telling the public what the schools are doing 
or trying to do. 


ENROLLMENT STATISTICS 


The enrollment in the Hadley Public Schools on October 
1, 1955, was 619 pupils as compared with 593 on the corres- 
ponding date of the previous year.

The new Hopkins Academy Building was built for a 
capacity of 300 students. However, the Building Committee 
equipped several special rooms in the building with furniture 
that can serve dual purpose, therefore, more students can be 
accommodated. The enrollment in 1960 could definitely be 
much greater if the building program of the Town continues 
at its present rate or if it 1s increased. 


Since it is upon the assessed valuation of the real estate 
and revenue from State or Federal Governments, that taxes 
are levied for the support of schools, the assessed valuations 
-for each of the previous ten years are recorded in the follow- 
ing table, to show the trend over this period. In a parallel 
column the school enrollment for the same years and _ also, 
the assessed valuation per pupil are recorded.

The above chart shows that the assessed valuation stead- 
ily increased from 1945 to 1954. During this same period the 
assessed valuation per pupil is very irregular. This irregularity 
is caused by a fluctuation in the enrollment. This table shows 
that the assessed valuation of the town increased $988,344.00 
during this 10 year period while the assessed valuation per 
pupil decreased approximately $120.51. This decrease would 
be much larger if the kindergarten was counted. Also, during 
this same time, the schools cost the town of Hadley approx- 
imately 36% of total appropriation each year. This chart is 
presented to show that the cost of education Hadley has 
only followed the trend of the times.

SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


To the Superintendent and the School Committee: 


The school nurse and those in other specialties in public 
health nursing work as a member of a health team to further 
community health. They provide nursing care and treatment, 
health counseling, and organize families and community groups 
for health purposes. Their activities include work in the home, 
clinic, office and school. In all phases of the work, emphasis 
is placed on the prevention of disease, the promotion of health 
and rehabilitation measures. Schools are serving a wider age 
range of pupils and are developing more inclusive programs 
to meet the needs of children with physical and mental handi- 
caps. 


In the schools, emphasis is rightfully placed on the use 
of nurses as liason persons between home and school. Here 
she is concerned not only with correction of defects, but also 
with the health (mental and physical) of the child and his 
whole family. 


Pupils of grades 1 and 4 were examined by Dr. Kennedy. 
Parents of these grades were invited to be present at the 
time of the examination of their child. A number of parents 
attended. This included time for a conference with the parent 
concerning the child’s growth and development and the find- 
ings of the health appraisal. All disabilities and defects found 
on health appraisal of an individual child were brought to 
the attention of the family. Parents have been cooperative in 
seeking advice and correction as recommended. 


The Senior Students were X-Rayed at the Hampshire 
County Sanatorium in Leeds. Three students had to be re- 


X-Rayed and advised to consult the school nurse for further 
X-Ray. 
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Two students were recommended and accepted to Camp 
Hodgkins for a four-week period during the summer. Reports 
from Camp Hodgkins revealed that the XRays were negative. 


The Department of Public Health has revised the stand- 
ards for the Massachusetts Vision Test. Every child who failed 
the test was given a re-examination and a note sent to the 
parents. Every child who appears to have eye symptoms 
should be given the benefit of an eye examination. Grades 
1 through 12 were tested. The following summaries give total 
for action taken regarding students who failed their test:

Funds for needy children who needed examinations and 
glasses were provided by the Lions Club of Hadley. 

Dr. Glade Hall of Florence conducted a Dental Clinic this 
fall. A total of 287 operations were completed. Many of the 
students had only part of their dental work done. 

The Poliomyelitis Clinic was held on May 25, 1955. The 
first and second grades were eligible for the immunization. 
Sixty-four students took advantage of this Clinic. A make-up 
clinic was held on June 8, 1955; 14 students were inocculated 
by Dr. Kennedy. This made a total of 78 inocculated with the 
polio vaccine. 

The hearing of each child was tested by the Massachusetts 
Hearing Test, a form of discrete frequency hearing test. The 
many failures were referred to doctors after a second test. 

Five were re-tested at Clarke School of Northampton. 

Four students are attending a speech clinic, 2 in Green- 
field, 1 in Springfield and 1 at Clarke School. 

Of the contagious diseases, we are having a great deal 
of measles at this time. 

Inasmuch as the health program has not been completed 
for this school year the figures are incomplete.
